It is well to know that there is no longer 
any proportion between tlie rental value of 


houses in Dublin and the prices paid for them. 


Until quite recently a buyer to a large ex- 
tent fixed his purchase gnoney, by the rental | 
value of the house; but now that has al. | 
together ceased, and the prices paid are 
out of all proportion to the letting value—the 
buyer seems determined to have the house 
quite regardless of cost. 1 do not think any 
city has in the last year or so experienced 
such a tremendous inflation in house values as 
Dublin. 

Another experience which our informant said 
had been brought home to him was that, ae a 
general rule, unless\there was actual vacant 
possession of houses to be had at the time of 
the sale, people were reluctant to buy, fearing - 
thst otherwise the tenant would successfully 
resist the attempt to get possession. Practi- 
cally ali the amazing prices which he had known 
to be paid were in such cases where the key 
would be promptly handed over to the pur- 
chaser. No one could tell whether or not an 
alteration would take place soon, but he believed 
that the highest market level-had been reached. 
Many families, he added, who had been unable 
to obtam houses, had been obliged to store 
their fyrniture. atid, in the absence 
of any fresh building, they were likely to be, 
willy nilly, lodgers for some time to ‘come. 

At present the Corporation has three 
building schemes on hands, two. at 
Mount Brown and At James's Walk, 
being near completion. These two echemes 
provide 262 houses, made up of four. three 
and two-roomed cottages. The other. on Fair- 
brothers’ Fields, 18 for 370 five-roomed and 
four and three-roomed cotiages. Other areas 
with which it is proposed to dedl wher the neces- 
sary statutory powers have been secured, are at 
Crabb jane, Boyne etreet, and “Mary's “lane. 
Mr. P. Tobin, Secretary of the Housing Com- 
mittee of the Corporation, told our representa- 
tive that in the last five years a great number 
of old houses And. tenements had become unfit 
for occupation. and had to be either closed or 
demolished. About two months ago a Corpora. 
tion enrvey of the vacant houses showed that the 
number was only 14, while a survey a year and 
a-half ago showed that there were 160 vacant 
houses. A scheme for the erection at Marino of 
550 houses, econiaining five, four, and three 
rooms, had been sanctioned by the Local Go- 
verument Board. Agreements had also been 
arrived at between the Local Government Board 
and the Corporation § relative to a number of 
sites on the outskirts of the eitv, They repre- 
sented approximately 1,400 acres, and when 
built upon there would be an average of 12 
houses to the acre, A survey conducted by the 
Corporation last November showed that the 
total number of new houses required by the city 
arnounted to 21,780. “an estimate which embraced 
housing needs in the city and on the vacant 
lands on the outskirts During the five yeara 
before the war the average number of houses 
built in the city was 137. The total number of 
houses built between January, 1915, and Decem-'| 
ber. 1918. #@as 696. and most of them were for 
the Corporation. . !
